T he year 2000 is really an extraordinary and historic 
year for the Ahmadiyya jamaat in Indonesia. This is be- 
cause of the fact that the year 2000 has brought two 
remarkably and unforgettable blessings for the 
Ahmadiyya Jamaat in Indonesia. The first thing worth mention- 
ing is that in the year 2000 Ahmadiyya Jamaat in the Indonesian 
archipelago has completed 75 years of its existence.

1st Day, Tuesday, June 20, 2000 : 

Arrived in Jakarta 

t 16:45 hours che KLM passenger plane carrying Hz.Aqdas 
Khalifatul Masih IV and his encourage touched down the land- 
ing apron of Sukarno-Hatta International Airport Jakarta. 
Huzur arrived in Jakarta to begin his 22 days tour in Indonesia 
and received a treatment as a state's honorary guest and re- 
ceived a special welcome at the airport. 

As Huzur Aqdas stepped out from the plane, Huzur was 
welcomed by National Amir of Jamaat Indonesia Muhammad Lius 
Ma’ala Sahib, Rais-ut-Tabligh Min. Sayuti Aziz Ahmad Sy., Sadr 
Ansharullah, Sadr Khuddam and Sadr Lajna Imaillah. Huzur and 
his entourage were then taken to the VIP Room of the Airport 
using a special car.

UN ISM A University. Prof. Dawam was so delighted to see 
the reality that Huzur has arrived in Indonesia and he has 
the honor to put a garland around Huzur s neck. A short 
welcoming ceremony for Huzur’s arrival was arranged in 
VIP Room and presided by Prof. DR.Dawam. In his brief 
speech, Prof. Dawam told Huzur and 
people who present in the cer- 
emony that all the program for 
Huzur's visit to Indonesia has al- 
ready been arranged by him prop- 
erly Among others were the Inter- 
national Seminar at Gadjah Mada 
University Dialog with Muslim ex- 
perts as well as courtesy call to the 
high ranking officials of the country. 

In this ceremony Huzur 
also delivered a brief speech to 
thank Prof. Dawam that he was very 
kind to have made Huzur possible 
to make an historical visit to Indo- 
nesia. Further Huzur said, “Though you do noc belong to 
Ahmadiyya, you belong to Muhammadiyya. but as a matter 
of fact Ahmad and Muhammad are two names of the same 
person. Ahmadiyya is only the second manifestation of the 


first name: Muhammad. So we are brothers. And I hope, 
Huzur said, “as brothers our relationship may become more 
and more closer still in the future" Huzur then gave Prof. 
Dawam a good hug. 

Outside the VIP Room, hundreds of Ahmadis were 
waiting in a long queue. They were awaiting since hours to 
say “Ah Ian wa Sahlan" to their beloved Imam. And Huzur 
Aqdas himself moved along offering shake hands to them 
one by one. 

In the distance, a huge group of Ahmadi women were 
shouting “Huzur, Huzur, Assalamu'alaikum Huzur". Their eyes 
were glistening with tears. Boys and girls were also shouting 
“Huzur, Huzur, Huzur" at the top of their lung. Indeed, the 
emotions of every Ahmadis were moved by the arrival of 
Huzur in the country. 

From the Airport Huzur and his entourage were 
taken to the House of Ir. Abdul Qoyum Sahib where Huzur 
and encourage were co put up. Mr. Qoyum’s house is about 
30 minutes drive from the airport 
and located right at the heart of the 
city. The police car wailing its siren 
along the road escorting the mo- 
torcade carrying Huzur Aqdas and 
his entourage from the Airport to 
the House of Mr. Qoyum. 

A few hours later, after tak- 
ing some relaxation, Huzur came 
out of the house to be on the road 
again heading to Masjid Hidayat for 
Maghrib and Isha prayers. In Masjid 
Hidayat hundreds of Ahmadis were 
also waiting eagerly for benefiting 
themselves to cake part in a con- 
gregational prayers with their beloved Imam. And therefore 
after prayers, Huzur Aqdas was elegantly taking the trouble 
of shaking hands with each and every gentlemen congrega- 
tions to their happiness. □□□

t 3 o'clock early in the morn- 
ing, Masjid Hidayat Jakarta was 
filled up by Namazies.They knew 
that their beloved Imam would perform 
his Fajr prayer in this Mosque and there- 
fore they came early to take part in the 
blessed congregational prayer. At 4. 30 
Huzur Aqdas entered the Mosque and 
led the congregational Fajr prayer. 

At 9.45 in the morning, Huzur 
Aqdas accompanied by his staff. National 
Amir and Raisuttabligh, went to the mag- 
nificent building of the People’s Consul-

tative Assembly, where Prof. DR. Amien 
Rais, the Chairman of the People’s 
Consultative Assembly would receive 
the courtesy call of Huzur Aqdas at his 
working office. 

Prof. DR. Amin Rais expressed 
his delight of assessing the meeting with 
Huzur Aqdas and looking forward to a 
good relationship and cooperation in 
tackling so many problems confronted 
by the muslim society here in Indone- 
sia as well as by the whole world, par- 
ticularly with regard to the use of drugs 
among the youth. 
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Some people say it must take generations after generations 
to eliminate drugs. Upon this issue Huzur Aqdas explained 
chat drugs was being exported to the rich countries by the 
West. And from there again they come back to the eastern 
countries. "It is a very huge problem" Huzur said. "The 
center problem lies in morality. Here Huzur Aqdas quoted a 
verse of the Holy Quran saying. "Who is better in speech 
than he who invites man to Allah and does good works and 
says. "Surely I am of those who submit?" (CH. -4 1 :34). 

"I hope" Huzur further said, "you will insya Allah be 
pleased to note chat from all African countries, who was pre- 
viously drug addicted, we are calling back to a pure and dean 
life. And chere is a new change maasya Allah. And the change is 
brought about over the world. You need personal examples. 
Without personal examples you can not bring about the 
changes in the world." 

Upon this Prof. DR. Amin Rais said that it is very clear. 
One of the most pressing 
problems in Indonesia is how 
to eliminate, at least to mini- 
mize to a minimal level the use 
of drugs. 

Further Prof. Amien 
said thac/Ve have listened to 
your remarks, your comment, 
which arc quite relevant to our 
contemporary problems not 
only relating to our country 
but also to all over the world. 

I want to be honest that with 
your visit to Indonesia and I 
know that our brothers and 
sisters arc also very active in 
Ahmadiyya activities. We hope 
that your visit will strengthen, 
will motivate more of our 
brothers and sisters who are 
active in Ahmadiyya activities. And I chink as long as we can 
work together, we can join hands, we can work shoulder to 
shoulder. I believe that there is no problem that can not be 
solved., Insya Allah." 

"And in Indonesia, Prof. Amien Rais further said, "we 
belong to different Mazhabs. different groups, but Alhamdulillah 
we are united as a single umma.And I think this is a wonderful 
sicuadon.And we shall maintain this happy situation as long as 
we live in this world. So I sometimes feel envy to you, in the 
sense that Ahmadiyya has an International network. You have 
a TV station (MTA) to propagate Islam to the whole people. 
And I think, someday we shall imitate your successful example. 
In Indonesia so far there is no any single Moslem group has a 
TV station" 

In the end Prof. DR. Amien Rais said, "We once again 
want to express shukran katsiran. Insya Allah we will keep in 
touch with our friends of Ahmadiyya, because to me Moslems 
are brothers. And, some Moslems in Indonesia have, to a little 
extent at least prejudice toward Ahmadiyya, but to people 
like Dawam Raharjo and myself we know what Ahmadiyya 
really is. Ahmadiyya is one of our Islamic forces to propagate 


the teachings of Islam, especially as I told you that in Euro- 
pean countries Ahmadiyya has been very outstanding. We 
owe you a lot and I think also chat Ahmadiyya will be ac- 
cepted because they are rational. We really thank for your 
visit to the Majlis. We shall share this meeting to the mem- 
bers of the Majlis who can not receive you this morning as 
they have something to do, insya Allah." 

The meeting was concluded after Huzur Aqdas re- 
marked that the remotest comers of the world, in Africa, 
Europe are watching Indonesia. In the end Huzur Aqdas pre- 
sented to the honorable Chairman of the Majlis a parcel 
containing a set of the Holy Quran with commentary. 

In the evening, state s TV station together with the 
other 5 TV stations aired the nationwide news of Huzur's 
meeting with the Chairman. That was for che first time that 
local TV stations aired the news pertaining to Huzur’s visit 
to Indonesia. 

After paying a cour- 
tesy call on the chairman of 
che Assembly, Huzur and his 
staff were taken to Kcmang, 
Bogor where che Headquar- 
ter of Jamaat Indonesia is 
located. It is about 50 Km 
away from Jakarta or about 
one hour drive from Jakarta. 
In order to give a smooth 
ride, along the trip the mo- 
torcade of Huzur and staff 
were escorted by a Police 
car. 

At noon, Huzur 
and entourage arrived at 
Nasr Mosque, Kemang, 
BOGOR. in the Mubarak 
Campus. Thousands of 
Ahmadis welcomed the ar- 
rival of Huzur. Many of them 
were moved to tears as seeing the holy countenance of Huzur 
Aqdas. When Huzur Aqdas passed by the crowd Some Ahmadi 
ladies were shouting* ‘Huzur, Huzur, Assalamu’alaikum Huzur" 
with their eyes glistened with tears. Even some of them lifted 
their baby in order to be seen by Huzur. Indeed, this touching 
scene is difficult to be explained by words. 

After performing Zhuhur combined with Ashar 
prayer, Huzur attended a meeting with the National Majlis 
Amila conducted at the Guest House Building of the Mubarak 
Campus. During the meeting, Huzur said to che attendances 
at the meeting that, "Now the time has come that the KhaUfawl 
Masrb is present in front of you after for a long time you have 
been praying for quite paUcnily. Now I would like to give you an 
assurance that toward the end of this era, Indonesia will be- 
come the biggest Ahmadi country in the world.” The meecing 
was attended by the whole members of die national Majlis 
Amila of Jamaat Indonesia 

In the evening, after performing Maghrib and Isya 
prayers, Huzur conducted a Majlis Irfan session with Ahmadi 
members at the second floor of Nasir Mosque.

At I 1 .45 Huzur Aqdas 
and entourage left for the Air- 
port. And like the previous days, a police car wailing its siren 
escorted the motorcade of Huzur to give a smooth ride to 


Huzur and his entourage. 

Huzur boarded the aircraft at 13.15 and at 14.10 
Huzur and his entourage arrived at Adi Sucipto Airport 
Yogyakarta. At the Airport Huzur was welcomed by Min. 
Mirajudin Sahib, Missionary in-Charge at the region and by 
the office bearers of Jemaat Yogyakarta. From the Airport, 
Huzur was taken to Fadhal Umar Mosque where hundreds 
of Ahmadis from Central and East Java were since hours await- 
ing for the arrival of their beloved Imam. After leading the 
congregational Dzuhur and Asar prayers Huzur were taken 
to the sumptuous Guest House at the Gadjah Mada Univer- 
sity Compound. In the evening, again Huzur and staff per- 
formed Maghrib and Isha prayers at Fadhal Umar Mosque. 

Hundreds of Ahmadis men and women joined the mubarak 
congregational prayers with their Imam. And after prayers.

affectionately as “Yogya". (pronounced 'Jogja'), Is more 
than just a city. It is simultaneously the major center for 
Javanese cultural and artistic traditions and It Is also 
Indonesia's leading intellectual city with more than sixty 
institutes of higher learning and 100,000 students liv- 
ing here. 

Yogyakarta is also designated as a separate 
province of Indonesia— Daerah Istfmewa Yogyakarta ( 
D.I.Y.) or Yogyakarta Special Region. This due to 
Yogyakarta’s unique role as the temporary capital 
(1045-1949) of the young republic during Indonesia’s 
fight for Independence from colonial rule. 

The population of greater Yogya is more than 
three million but in the city itself it is about 500,000 
which gives Yogya its estimate feeling. Yogyakarta pro- 
vides easy access into Javanese culture for the visitor 
with its rich artistic traditions of performing arts includ- 
ing Wayang (puppet) shows, as well as batik, paint- 
ing, carving, pottery, and silverware. For the 100 mil- 
lion people of Java, Yogya has always been the cul- 
tural, educational and spiritual center of their traditions 
and way of life. 

The city proper was founded in 1755 by Prince 
Mangkubumi who went on to build the 'Keraton’ ( 
Sultan’s Palace ) which is still a major tourist attraction 
and is at the heart of the royal Javanese tradition in the 
city. The current Sultan. Hamengkubuwono X, is in di- 
rect line of succession from the founding family and 
while the Suftan no longer has any formal Political role, 
he still plays an important role in the artistic and cul- 
tural life of the city and presides at traditional ceremo- 
nies in the Javanese calendar.

he 4th day of Huzur’s visit was Friday. Friday for Huzur 
and his entourage, might has nothing special because Fri- 
day is just Friday. The schedule of the day was just to perform 
Friday prayer, nothing else. Buc for Jamaat Ahmadiyya Indone- 
sia in general, and for Jamaac Yogya in particular, this Friday 
was the very historical day. Because it was for the first time in 
the history of Ahmadiyya Indonesia, that cheir Khalifa deliv- 
ered his Friday sermon and performed Friday prayer in the 
soil of Indonesia.

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Since Hazrat Khalifatul Masih atba. is the Imam of the 
whole world, then his Khutba from Yogyakarta was not en- 
joyed by Jamaah Ahmadiyya Indonesia alone, it has to be en- 
joyed by the whole members of the Jamaat throughout the 
world. Therefore Amir Sahib h35 instructed the managing di- 
rector of MTA Indonesia to arrange a LIVE Transmission of 
HuzuKs Friday Sermon trough MTA. By the virtue of Allah’s 
Grace, MTA Indonesia together with MTA International Lon- 
don, has succeeded to transmit the Friday Sermon of Hz. 
Khalifatul Masih IV atba without any significant hindrance.The 
whole Jamaats in the Indonesian archipelago who were not 
able to come to the site of Friday Service with their beloved 
Imarn, also enjoyed the Khutba through TV screen right from 
their respective houses and mosquos.The Sermon was deliv- 
ered in Urdu and translated into Bahasa Indonesia by Min. 
Abdul Basit Sahib, missionary assigned in Singapore. 

Friday prayer was combined with Asbar prayer. After 
prayer. Huzur Aqdas presided a bai'at ceremony that was held 
right in the site of the prayer service. More than 900 people 
from several places of West Java, Central Java, Bali Island, 
Lombok Island and Kalimantan Island, initiated into the fold of 
Ahmadiyya and joined che baiat ceremony at the blessed hand 
of Hz.

ike the previous day, Huzur Aqdas led the Fajar prayer 
” at Fadhal Umar mosque, Yogyakarta, and a huge number 
of Ahmadis cook part in the Mubarak congregational 
prayer with their beloved Imam. At 8,55, Huzur Aqdas and 
staff accompanied by Amir Sahib and Raisuttabligh departed 
from the Guest House to the Graha Sabha Pramana Building 
to deliver a lecture at the International Seminar, k took only 
several minutes to reach the avenue of the Seminar because 
the Building is just adjacent to the House where Huzur was 
staying.

When Huzur arrived, Huzur was very kind to offer his hand 
to che gentlemen Ahmadis for handshaking with each and ev- 
eryone of them. And whenever Huzur passed by a man car- 
rying his boy or girl. Huzur caressed the boy or girl warmly. 
Whenever Huzur passed by an old Ahmady, Huzur also would 
asked some questions such as "which part of Indonesia do 
you come from or when did you join Ahmadiyya etc.” . Each 
and every gentlemen Ahmady had the opportunity to touch 
the blessed hand of Huzur. Some of them kissed the hand of 
Huzur. Some others even could contain themselves no longer. 
They hugged Huzur and they bathed in tears till the drops of 
their tears stained the coat wore by Huzur. 

After shaking hand with the party of men. Huzur then 
went to the party of ladies at the ocher section of the Wanayasa 
Building. Their number also more than one thousand- Huzur 
asked the officer of the Mulaqat, to which Jamaat they belong 
or from which part of Indonesia they came etc.. The Officer 
then told Huzur the name of their Jamaats and said that some 
of them were coming from a distance, and that they have set 
an exhausting Journey to come to this place for mulaqat with 
Huzur. Huzur then called them. "Please bring to me your ba- 
bies all, I want to caress them.” Hearing this, the ladies who's 
carrying baby immediately brought their babies closer to Huzur 
Huzur then stroked the hair of their Baby and prayed for 
them. Indeed, tins was the heart moving scene and by observ- 
ing it everyone were moved to tears.The flashing light of pho- 
tographers was also continuously pointed at Huzur to im- 
mortalize this fascinating scene.The parents of the Babies too 
were lost in the ocean of happiness and blissfulness.

“The first step to achieve this necessitates that all such 
stains should be completely washed out from the face of Is- 
lam which because of misunderstanding or willful representa- 
tion, are portraying Islam as a terrorist religion. This enemy 
attempt is unfortunately abetted by an ever rising threat of 
‘rnullaism’ from within. 'Mulfalsm’ is a term spilled to the ex- 
tremist Muslim clerics, who misled the over credulous Mus- 
lim masses that the only way to spread Islam in the world is 
through terrorism. According to this extremist ideology the 
entire world of the East and the West has to be terrorized to 
bow to the might of Islam.To counter this threat, the best way 
should be to widely propagate in the world the true biogra- 
phy of the Holy Prophet (saw.) ....“ 

“They must abstain from using any form of coercion 
and follow the Holy Prophet (saw.) whose personal example 


will always remain to be a paradigm for the globalization of 
Muslim Community....” In conclusion Hazrat Aqdas said: 

“I cannot end this 
speech better then by 
quoting the Founder 
of the Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Community 
from his book, entitled 
“Fatah-e-lslam”. He 
states:”The truth shall 
become victorious 
and the same day of 
light and freshness 
for Islam will dawn as 
it dawned in the 
former days. The sun 
shall rise again with all its glory like it had risen in the former 
days....” 

“Remember that this will not happen unless we deny 
ourselves every comfort to see the dawn of this day. We 
must accept every humiliation for the sake of the honor of 
Islam. The revival of Islam requires sacrifice and that sacri- 
fice is to accept death in this path. We must be ready to die, 
so that Islam may live eternally.” 

The magnificent speech won a warm applause from 
the audience. After commenting Its content Professor Dr. 
Dawam Raharjo opened a session inviting the audience to 
put questions. So many questions were raised pertaining 
many subjects of faith and object of the Ahmadiyya Move- 
ment until the moderator had to restricted till the time 
scheduled.

Prof. Dawam who is the Rector of UNISMA Univer- 
sity and the Director of IFIS (Int'l forum on Islamic Studies) 
cold the pressmen that Huzur Aqdas Khalifatul Masih IV 4 s 
visit to Indonesia was invited by the IFIS to give lecture in the 
Seminar on 'Revitalization of Brotherhood in Islam”, to 
meet the Islamic Intellectuals at a forum of Dialog and to give 
lecture on Homoeopathy at the UNISMA University. Prof. 
Dawam also told the press that '*Ahmadiyya is a pro- 

gressive global organization of Islam which 
is active in propagating the teachings of Is- 
lam throughout the world, through peace- 
ful and humanitarian love means.They pos- 
ses a spirit of discipline and sacrifice. They 
have a global TV broadcasting station of 24 
hours service, which is any of Moslem or- 
ganizations in this country posses not*' 

Prof. Dawam further explained that, 

“the different between Ahmadiyya and 
other Moslems community is that 
Ahmadiyya believes in the prophethood of 
Hz. Mirza Ghulam Ahmad as a non-low- 
bearing Prophet. While the rest of their 
practices arc all the same.” The present 
Khalifa of Ahmadiyya was expelled from Pakistan by the preju- 
dicial Mullahs. The followers of Ahmadiyya are intellectuals 
people and they arc rasional, so much so that people of the 
West has readily accepted the truth of Islam brought by 
Ahmadiyya. Peaceful and loving approach of Ahmadiyya is very 
outstanding. Among others they promulgate an alternative 
medicine to cure all diseases, namely Homoeopathy." 

One of the Pressmen asked weather the President 
Wahid asked help from Hazrat Aqdas as to cure his eye ail- 
ment. Prof. Dawam reiterated that you should write in your 
paper to suggest the President for doing so. Upon this Huzur 
is too happy if someone would write to him and offer a detail 
history of the ailment, and Huzur would be glad to prescribe 
a medication. Huzur elaborated chat Homoeopathy is very 
effective and a cheap medicine and it might be very helpful for 
Indonesian people.

This phenom- 
ena is very apparent that it Is the long hand of the super- 
power that works to destroy the future life of the nation. 

So I told the President chat way and 
he fully agreed. Corruption as well, I 
noticed, has its way into their lives un- 
fortunately, I am sad to say, but this is 
what I spoke to the President. And 
we discussed upon it." 

Huzur also said that, ‘The Ulemas 
must raise the flag to fight out corrup- 
tion and drug addiction. And instead 
of sitting in the mosques, they should 
go out and preach. The most impor- 
tant thing is to establish inter-religious 
harmony of living. - Moslems in one 
hand and Christians with other reli- 
gions on the other. This is the Jihad, 
the holy war. The holy war is not to fight with sword, but to 
fight with wisdom and love. This is what I discussed with the 
President." 

Huzur also said thac he assured the President that 
Ahmadiyya stands behind the Republic of Indonesia and is 
ready to give full cooperation. 

Hazrat Aqdas Khalifatul Masih expressed his appre- 
ciation and looking forward to the progress and welfare of 
the Indonesian people. He believes that one day the central 
activities of Islam will shift to Indonesia, as Indonesia is the 
largest Moslems community in the world. In the end Huzur 
Aqdas prayfully raised his voice saying long live Indonesia! ."
